Six persons who give an ac- 
curate description of the canine have 
reported their cases to the depart 
ment. It is believed that each of 
them was attacked by the same dog.

In preparation for the two weeks 
camp they were given their uniforms 
*nd equipment that same evening. 


At the sound of revelle at 6:50 


o'clock the next morning the lads 
damped into their clothes and hur- 
ried to the mess ball and after a 
light breakfast 
commenced 
their i 


first day's drill under the direction 
j«f officers of the institution. 
' 
During the time the boys were in 


camp they drilled 
more than tbe 


Ohio National guard does in a whole 
year. Their actual time engaged in 
performance of military duties and 
ynaneuvers was 72 hours. 


The routine work each day con- 


listed of six drills. 
Most attention 


{was given to target practice, a man- 
na! of arms, open order drills, drills 
pn field and 
on march, signaling, 


cavalry work, machine gun drills, 
{advanced cavalry work, and trench 
digging. 


All of the lads that attended the 


tiigh school boys' camp were sub- 
ject to most of tbe conditions that 
exist in actual mobilization, learn-

Officers of 
the institution gave 


the high school boys instructions in 
the technicalities of warfare. Mem- 
bers of the senior class gave them 
instructions in marching and lesser 
important details of military life. 
The importance of trench digging 
was explained in detail by officers, 
who showed the difference between 
temporary and shelter trenches. 


On May 27 a test of the knowl- 


edge that the lads had gained dur- 
ing their two weeks' camp was de- 
termined 
in "sham battle." 
Of- 


.ficials of the institution were highly 
pleased with tbe results obtained. In 
fact they were so pleased with tbe 
manner in which the raw recruits 
were whipped into shape that an ef- 
fort will be made to establish such 
summer 
camps 
in 
all 
military 


schools in the country. 


A representative sent from Wash- 


ington by Major-General 
Leonard 


Wood reviewed tbe training of the 
boys. 
Officers of the school stated 


that much interest was being taken 
in progress of cadets at the school 
by army officers during the past few 
months. 


In the evening the entire body of 


high school boys attended an illus- 
trated lecture 
on formation 
and 


other maneuvers. By means of mov- 
ing pictures the various drills to be 
used tbe following day were explain- 
ed. 


The 500 high school boys that at- 


tended the camp were from Indiana, 
Michigan, Illinois, Kentucky, Iowa. 
Pennsylvania and Ohio. 
Their ra- 


tions consisted of meat three times 
a day, coffee twice, chicken twice a 
week, ice cream twice a week. Beans 
and potatoes were regular entries on 
the table. 


Just before the departure of the 


boys from tne camp, they formed an 
organization which is known as tbe 
Culver Military Training association. 
Members will be required to pay a 
fee of 25 cents toward the estab- 
lishment 
of 
permanent 
summer 


camps for military training. Funds 
that accrue will be used in giving 
members of high schools throughout 
the country the chance to take ad- 
vantage of a similar camp. 


Members of 
the party of local 


boys tbat attended the camp will 
make an offer to establish a course 
of military training 
in Lima high 


school. Through a law just recently 
passed any organization 
or school 


can establish their own company by 
making applicati6n to 
the proper 


military 
authorities. 
The govern- 


ment furnishes the equipment and 
arms free of charge and it is only 
necessary for the members of the 
company to 
be placed under bond 


for the same.

many foolish persons, some guided] 
by selfishness, some unselfish, some; 
patriotic, some thoughtless, the onlyj 
common bond of union being a will- 
ingness to pool issues to win. And 
this party is about to meet in con- 
vention at Chicago to select what- 
ever candidate looks best at the last 
moment and 
whatever principles, 


seem to promise to weather the 
storm until November. 


In contrast with this tne demo- 
cratic party, having • lived through 
years of doubt and hesitation, withj 
a 
central 
philosophy sometimes 


more a yearning 
thaji a program, 


now presents 
a 
matured policy,, 


evolved by a great leader, welcomed i 
by his party associates as the real! 
expression of their political ideals,' 
and already in tbe. full tide of dem- 
onstrating its justice and its wisdom 
as applied both to the domestic prob- 
lems of the country and to our in- 
terests involved in the conflicts of 
arms that rage in the world. 
I shall not attempt to discuss with 
statistics and in detail tbe great con- 
structive measures which have al- 
ready been enacted 
or are under 


present consideration 
in congress. 


As tbe campaign goes on, literature 
and speeches will impress the merits 
of these measures upon the mind of 
the country, and the questionings of 
all will be satisfied as to the results 
which have been attained. 
There 
are, however.-several of these laws 
to which I desire to draw for a few 
minutes your attention, and of these 
I take the largest first. 


Four years ago the democratic 


party declared in its national plat- 
form: 


"We oppose the so-called Aldricb 


bill or the establishment of a central 
bank, and we believe the people ot 
the country will 
be largely freed 


from panics and consequent unem- 
ployment and business depression by 
Bhch a systematic ' revision of our 
banking laws as will render tempor- 
ary relief in localities where such 
relief is 
needed, 
with protection 


from control or domination by what 
is known as the 'money trust'." 


The republican party, 
realizing 


the necessity of action, had, in the 
sixty-first congress, put the whole 
matter in the 
bands of its chief 
financial doctor, and he, having once 
more consulted the oracles, present- 
ed as the 
republican 
remedy for 


financial panics and depressions the 
theory of a central bank. In favor 
of bis plan were the combined inter- 
ests of the country; gome voluntary, 
because they understood, others hyp- 
notized into sympathy with the plan 
by the great weight 
of tbe names 


which approved it. 


But the steady common sense of 


the country saw that in this age of 
credit the control of the credit sys- 
tem of the nation meant the mastery 
of the nation's life. 
It saw that a 


central bank, not managed by the 
government, would manage the gov- 
ernment. It named this menace the 
"money trust"; and in the election 
it commissioned the democratic par- 
ty to save the country front the dom- 
ination of its business and its life by 
the concentration of financial power 
into tbe hands of a few bankers in a 
single street in a single city. 


Federal Reserve Plat. 


The Glass-Owen 
federal reserve 


bank law was 
the answer of the 


democratic congress 
and president 
to this situation. It rests upon this 
fundamental 
principle— .that any 


power which controls the economic 


jf our entire economic 
structure. 


This act and the federal reserve 


bank act are a complete perform- 
ance ot the financial promises of the 
democratic platform, and they invite 
comparison with the feeble failures 
of tbe republican party, in its long 
retention of the 
federal power, to 


meet this great need. Tbe marvel 
of it all is that in so brief a time so 
much has 
been 
accomplished. 
I 
challenge the critics of this admin- 
istration to select out of the whole 
reach of republican history two acts 
which will compare with these in 
constructive statesmanship. 


The tariff legislation of the Uni- 


ted States prior to 1912 had gone 
from bad to worse. 
Starting with 
tbe theory of infant industries, the 
republican doctrine had come to be 
that an increase in the tariff was a 
panacea for almost any economic ill. 
It bad been pointed out time and 
again that 
too 
high a tariff en- 


feebled the industrial initiative of 
our people; that 
wastefulness and 
inertia resulted 
from 
tariff rates 


which precluded 
competition; tbat 


behind the tariff wall consolidations 
inevitably monopolized industry and 
substituted, for tbe rule of^a fair 
competitive 
return, -prices 
based 


upon the rule "all tbat the traffic 
will bear". 


When the Payne-Aldrich tariff law 


was made, it was made as all other 
republican tariffs had been for many 
years. It was the only way the re- 
publicans knew 
how to 
make a 


tariff. 
The ways and means com- 


mittee ot the house 
called In the 


men who were Interested in tariff 
schedules and asked them to write 
down the rates which they desired 
for the protection of their industries. 
And when the Payne-Aldrich tariff 
bill was finally passed, 
it was a 
palable fraud upon the promise of 
the party which passed it. 


Underwood Tariff. 


Doubtless there were many, after 


the election of 1912, who feared a 
revolutionary tariff adjustment. But 
the Underwod tariff was the work ot 
statesmen; it added to the free list, 
reduced many of the schedules, re- 
moved burdens 
from many of the 
necessaries of 
life, stimulated our 
manufacturers to the installation of 
more economical methods and bet- 
ter machinery, reduced in some part 
at least the high cost of living, and 
made a conservative and promising 
start toward more sympathetic com- 
mercial relations between us and the 
other nations of the earth. And it 
introduced as its novel gift to our 
institutions the 
income tax. This 


tax lays its burden upon tbe wealth 
of the country rather than upon the 
necessities of the people and opens 
up a source of revenue, scientific 
and equitable, which may yet save 
the nation should there be an inter- 
ruption of our foreign trade of such 
a character as to cut 
off income 


from those duties upon imports upon 
which for so many years the main- 
tenance of our government has had 
to depend. 
This, too, is a signal 


achievement, and there will be at 
Chicago no plank adopted to repeal 
the income tax, nor will there be any 
very noticeable call for an Increase 
in the scehdules of the Underwood 
tariff. 


The breaking out of the European 


war entailed an enormous reduction 
in our revenues from Imports. Had 
the income tax not been included in 
the Underwood tarrff 
bill, the de- 


ficit would have been very great. As 
it was, however, the ordinary re- 
ceipts of tbe government in 1914—

child by American amis. And those 
who criticize the Mexican policy of 
tbe administration must be prepar- 
ed to accept the alternative and say 
that their choice is to make war 
upon these people who have willed 
no act of aggression upon us, to in- 
vade their 
country, 
and to spend- 


years in the occupation of a foreign 
soil, and, in a toilsome effort, ex- 
pensive of life and treasure, to im- 
press our 
alien 
civilization upon 
these people. 


Upon the 
European situation I 


shall say but a word. 
The great 
war. tbe most devastating in history, 
is filling the most civilized portion 
ot the globe with disabled and dead. 
All the normal ar^s of life are for- 
gotten. The energy of madness now 
dedicates the lives and property of 
these people to mutual destruction. 
Perhaps it is the last war that will 
ever be fought for such reasons as 
have caused this one. When it Is 
aver, the people of these countries 
are going 
to 
demand preventive 


statesmanship, and 
new 
arrange- 


ments will in all likelihood result 
which will bring nearer the ideal of 
permanent peace. 
Whether or not 
that result Is reached, two things 
at least are true: It Is better for the 
people of the United States not to 
be Involved in that vast destruction 
if It can be honorably avoided; and 
second, it is better for humanity for 
the United States not to be involved, 
in order that when the end of the 
struggle comes, there will be one 
great 
and 
persuasive 
power 
In 


friendly relations 
with 
all of the 
belligerents. Inspired only by high 
motives of humanity and friendship, 
to aid as adviser and counselor in 
the terms of readjustment necessary. 


The course of the administration 


has been to regard itself as, in the 
nature of the case a trustee, for the 
time being, of the rights of neu- 
trals. 
It has, in the language of 
Senator Root, 
refused 
to concede 
that the invention of new ways of 
committing forbidden acts changed 
the law with relation to them. And 
so where mere 
property 
was in- 


volved, every violation of the rights 
of neutrals has 
been followed by 
protest; and 
where 
life was in- 


volved—the life of our citizens—a 
firm demand has been made for im- 
mediate recognition of our plain and 
undisputed rights. 
The sphere of government activ- 


ity Is constantly widening, not so 
much from the zeal of public officers 
who wish to 
extend tbe limits of 


their authority as from the change 
In the very nature of our social or- 
ganization itself. 
More and more, 


people are coming to realize that 
there are functions of the common 
life which can be performed better 
and more economically by commun- 
ity activity. There is a daily quick- 
ening of the sense of responsibility 
of the community for the well-being 
of its members. We grow less pa- 
tient daily with the neglects where- 
by society permits some of its mem- 
bers to be weakened and deprived 
of opportunity, and as a consequence 
of this most 
wholesome change in 


feeling, there Is a constant demand 
that the city shall do for the citizen 
things which 
aforetime 
were not 


either done at all or else were done 
by Individuals or by private charity 
and philanthropy.

j tunes. The federal Insurance bureau 
[ has a balance on the right side of Ha 
\ ledger of almost 3,000,000 dollars.

last long. Ail insurance is more or 
less an uncertain business, and the 
government's insurance business la 
the most uncertain of alL Its very 
•uncertainty is the reason that

government is in It. It was too un- 
certain for anybody else; too uncer- 
tain for all the private companies to 
handle together. The official name 
cf the new bureau Is the Bureau of 
War Risk insurance.

bave been tabulated and published. 
Only in the case of certain special 
ports, notably those In the United 
kingdom and the belligerent coun- 


tries of Europe, the bureau consid- 
ers each application for insurance 
individually, and 
make* a special 


rate baaed on the war situation and 
the nature of 
the vessel and its 


cargo. 


The making of rates is plainly 


the bureau's 
most important and 


delicate task. 
The office is organ- 


ised accordingly. 
The regular staff 


consists of only a director, an as- 
sistant director, three clerks and a 
messenger—a pretty small force for 
a concern doing a two million dol- 
lar business. 
In addition, however, 


there is an advisory board composed 
ot three expert insurance men, who 
do not serve regularly but only as 
they are needed. While they are on 
the active list each of them draws 
$25 a day. 
The whole expense of 


running and organizing the bureau 
only totaled about $18,000 last year. 
Ii the war should 
stop tomorrow, 


this venture into the insurance busi- 
ness -would have proved one of the 
most profitable the government has 
ever made. 
It is of course impos- 


sible to forecast what losses any day 
may bring forth. 


So far the bureatt has been most 


fortunate. 
The heavy losses have 


been only four—the steamers Eve 
lyn, Carlb and Greenforier, and the 
sailing-ship 
William P. Frye—the

Uncle Sam can not claim to be 


unique in having a government war 
r«sk insurance bureau, nor even to 
havo been a 
pioneer in the move- 


ment. 
England was the most far- 


sigh t«d of nations in this respect: 
she bad her bureau planned down 
to the last detail 
before the war. 


Today practically all of the belliger- 
ents as well as all the neutral eoun- 
trles with Important shipping indus- 
tries have their government provis- 
ions for insurance. The situation is 
universally recognized 
as one too 


fraught with hazard' to be adventur- 
ed by unassisted private capital. 


There is no doubt that the Ameri- 


can bureau met a p'essrog need In 
highly creditable fashion. 
Had the 


bureau not been established, a great- 
er or lesser 
paralysis 
of Interna- 


tional trade must have supervened 
Such a condition 
could 
not have 


been permanent; 
the interests at 


stake were too groat, and private 
capital would have found a way out; 
but the government was in a posi- 
tion to act more quickly and deci- 
sively than any combination of pri- 
vate interests. 
The original bill provides that the 


Ufe of the bureau shall end on the 
second of September, 1916. 
Anoth- 


e- bill Is already 
before Congress, 


extending the period two years fur- 
ther. The bureau will doubtless op- 
erate as long as the war lasts. It is 
highly improbable that it will last 
longer. At present it is cupplement- 
ing private marino insurance activi- 
ties. In peace times it would -be in 
danger of competing with them, a 
state of affairs incompatible with 
American theories of government.
